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Neighborhood 
Weighs  Three 
Library  Sites

A  packed  house  at  the  Glen  Park 
Association's  April  meeting  gathered  to 
talk  with  city  library  officials  on  where 
to  build  the  new  Glen  Park  branch.  City 
Librarian  Susan  Hildreth  and  Charlie 
Dunn,  principal  real  estate  officer  of  the 
City  Real  Estate  Department,  presented 
six  possible  sites.  After  discussing  the 
pros  and  cons  of  each  potent ril  place- 
ment, those  present  voted  three  sites  'off 
the  island,'  leaving  three  finalists  for  fur- 
ther investigation. 

Thanks  to  passage  of  last  fall's  library 
bond  measure,  our  branch  library  is  one 
of  five  in  the  City  presently  in  leased 
quarters  that  will  be  replaced  with  a  new, 
permanent  library  for  our  neighborhood. 
The  budget  for  the  Glen  Park  branch 
totals  $4.5-$5  million  for  acquisition, 
building  costs  and  library  needs  such  as 
furniture  and  books. 

According  to  Dunn,  the  perfect  space 
would  be  a  7,000  square  foot  or  larger 
vacant  lot,  on  a  corner,  close  to  schools, 
public  transit  and  public  gathering 
spaces,  and  owned  by  a  willing  seller. 
The  7.000  square  foot  lot  is  necessary 
to  accommodate  a  6,000  square  foot 
building  with  5,000  square  feet  of  shelv- 
ing. A  corner  lot  ensures  visibility,  ease 
of  public  access,  fire-exit  placement  and 
loading  ease,  as  well  as  more  windows 
and  natural  light.  Ideally,  the  City  would 
prefer  a  vacant  lot,  to  eliminate  reloca- 
tion and  demolition  costs. 

In  choosing  the  six  sites  discussed, 
Dunn  and  his  staff  literally  walked  the 
streets  of  Glen  Park,  maps  in  hand.  After 
eliminating  residentially  zoned  areas, 
historic  buildings  and  essential  neigh- 
borhood services  such  as  banks  and  gro- 
cery stores,  they  focused  on  other  prop- 
erties in  our  commercially  zoned  areas. 
Dunn  noted  that  until  the  Library  Com- 


mission reviews  the  potential  parcels 
and  makes  a  decision,  the  City  cannot 
enter  into  conversations  with  land  own- 
ers. This  means  that  the  city  has  no  idea 
whether  or  not  property  owners  would 
be  at  all  interested  in  selling. 

These  are  the  three  sites  preferred  by 
the  Glen  Park  neighbors  at  the  meeting: 

BART  Properties 

Three  potential  spaces  on  BART 
property  were  briefly  discussed:  over 
the  BART  plaza,  over  the  east  side  of 
the  BART  parking  lot  near  Arlington, 
and  over  the  west  side  of  BART's  park- 
ing lot,  with  square  footage  ranging  from 
4,500  to  8.000  feet.  The  parking  lot  was 
the  most  popular  of  these  sites. 

This  site  would  involve  a  potential 
combination  of  the  library  and  BART- 
owned  land.  Because  of  the  slope  of  the 
parking  lot  site  it  would  be  possible  to 
build  a  multi-level  structure  and  so  retain 
the  current  45  BART  parking  spaces. 
The  BART  site  would  allow  for 
improved  pedestrian  access,  possibly 
including  a  pedestrian  bridge  over 
Bosworth.  Several  BART  officials 
attended  the  meeting  and  expressed 
strong  enthusiasm  for  working  with  the 
library  to  integrate  the  two. 

The  Northwest  Corner  of 
Bosworth  and  Diamond 

This  site  includes  three  parcels  com- 
prising a  City-owned  strip  along 
Bosworth  Street,  the  gravel  parking  lot 
along  Kern  Street  and  the  building  hous- 
ing Bernie  Kelly's  law  office  and  Peb- 
ble's Deli.  It  would  accommodate  a 
free-standing,  street-level  library,  which 
could  be  6,000-8,000  square  feet  and 
would  have  space  for  a  meeting  room. 
Dunn  said  he  had  spoken  with  the  City 
Planning  Department  and  that  they  might 
allow  the  library  to  incorporate  the  open 
space  into  the  design  of  the  branch.  One 
neighbor  noted  that  the  open-space  strip 
was  promised  to  the  neighborhood  to 
make  up  for  the  loss  of  area  when 
Bosworth  was  widened.  Dunn  replied

Banshees  are 
Quieter,  but 
Still  Above 
Noise  Specs

With  the  end  of  April  approaching  as 
we  go  to  press,  it  looks  like  Muni  may 
be  able  to  keep  its  pledge  to  finish  a 
retrofit  aimed  at  quieting  the  cooling 
systems  of  all  its  howling  Neoplan  buses 
by  the  end  of  the  month — kind  of.  Glen 
Park  News  readers  alerted  the  Chroni- 
cle after  our  last  issue,  and  a  spate  of 
media  publicity  ensued,  intensifying  the 
pressure  on  Muni  to  fix  the  vehicles  we 
dubbed  "banshee  buses"  last  fall.  But 
the  battle  is  not  won,  and  even  if  Muni 
manages  to  quiet  every  Neoplan  on  the 
streets  by  April  30,  they  still  won't  be 
quiet  enough. 

Muni  General  Manager  Michael  T 
Burns,  in  a  letter  published  April  3  in 
the  Chronicle,  said  that  as  of  that  date 


"more  than  60  percent  of  the  new  buses 
have  been  retrofitted  to  the  lower  spec- 
ified decibel  level..."  Unfortunately, 
Burns  neglected  to  mention  that  the 
"lower  specified  decibel  level"  was 
not  83  decibels,  the  maximum  allowed 
by  the  City's  noise  specification  for 
buses,  but  84  decibels — a  significant 
deviation,  since  noise  increases  expo- 
nentially with  each  decibel. 

Muni's  Laura  Spanjian  acknowledged 
that  the  work  which  Burns'  letter 
promised  "will  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  April"  amounts  to  only  a  first  phase 
of  the  retrofit,  which  so  far  involves 
redesign  of  the  cooling  system  fan.  But. 
she  said,  84  decibels  was  the  best  Neo- 
plan's  engineers  had  been  able  to 
achieve.  When  we  spoke  on  April  17, 
Neoplan  still  hadn't  figured  out  how  to 
further  reduce  the  noise  to  the  83-deci- 
bel  limit,  much  less  to  the  82  decibels 
registered  by  a  Neoplan  prototype  tested 
in  1999.  Muni  had  to  compromise, 
Spanjian  said,  because  it's  critical  to 
keep  these  dependable  new  vehicles 
operating  in  its  failing  fleet  while  try-

that  if  the  open  space  was  used,  it  would 
not  be  built  upon  but  incorporated  into 
the  design  of  the  branch,  making  for  a 
more  green  and  wooded  library. 

The  Second  Floor  of  the  New 
Market  at  Diamond  Super  Site 

The  long-awaited  new  market  on  the 
empty  lot  at  Diamond  and  Wilder  is 
slated  to  begin  building  within  the  next 
year.  The  site  is  10,000  square  feet. 
Developer  Jeremy  Paul  and  Architect 
John  Peterson  were  at  the  meeting  and 
were  very  eager  to  incorporate  the  library 
into  their  plans.  They  suggested  that 
rather  than  having  two  floors  of  condos 
above  the  street-level  supermarket,  a 
library-market  combination  building 
could  be  two  stories,  with  an  8,000 
square  foot  library  on  the  second  floor 
(with  plenty  of  room  for  a  community 
meeting  room).  They  would  sell  the 
space  to  the  City.  "It's  enough  space  to 
give  us  a  quality  grocery,  a  nice  entry 
with  a  courtyard-y  feeling  as  well  a  pro- 
viding access  to  the  library  in  a  public- 
space  kind  of  way.  The  goal  of  our 
project  is  very  community-centric.  I 
think  that  incorporating  a  library  at  that 
site  will  enrich  the  core  of  the  Glen  Park 
commercial  district,"  said  Peterson.  The 
library  could  be  buill  immediately,  at 
the  same  time  as  the  store,  so  it  could 
be  in  place  and  open  as  early  as  2002. 
It  would  be  designed  with  a  second-floor 
setback  to  blend  into  the  village  atmos- 
phere and  not  be  an  obtrusive  building. 
The  location  is  out  of  the  highest  neigh- 
borhood traffic  area,  and  a  pedestrian 
walkway  is  planned  for  the  area. 

Unresolved  Issues 

There  are  many  variables  for  all  the 
suggested  sites,  including  whether  the 
library  would  be  on  the  first  or  second

ing  to  address  residents'  complaints 
about  noise. 

On  April  9  we  asked  Muni's  official 
spokesperson  to  confirm  that  the  retro- 
fitted buses'  noise  levels  still  exceed  the 
specifications,  and  also  asked  which 
of  eight  Neoplan  buses  observed  on  Dia- 
mond and  on  Chenery  streets  April  6-9 
had  been  retrofitted  by  then.  Three 
weeks  after  our  e-mailed  request  we  had 
not  received  an  answer,  so  we  can't 
report  whether  or  not  the  retrofitted  buses 
are  quieter.  But  none  of  the  eight  spe- 
cific buses  emitted  the  sudden,  fright- 
ful banshee  screams  that  caused  com- 
plaints initially,  indicating  that  they 
probably  had  been  retrofitted.  That's  the 
good  news. 


floor;  whether  it  would  be  a  single  mas- 
sive structure;  the  entrance  location; 
willingness  of  the  property  owners  to 
negotiate;  parking  concerns;  pedestrian 
safety  in  this  high  traffic  area;  cost;  how 
the  design  will  fit  into  the  business 
district;  and  time  needed  for  develop- 
ment of  the  site.  These  issues  will  be 
determined  by  the  community,  library 
representatives  and,  of  course,  the  prop- 
erty owners. 

Where  We  Go  from  Here 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  each  par- 
ticipant was  allowed  two  votes  for  his 
or  her  preferred  site.  The  BART  plan 
received  32  votes,  the  Diamond/ 
Bosworth  (Kelly  Building)  20  and  the 
Diamond  Super  plan  16.  The  library 
and  the  City  Real  Estate  Commission 
and  planners  will  now  review  these  three 
sites  and  evaluate  them  for  potential 
library  placement. 

If  you  are  interested  in  becoming 
involved  in  the  site  selection  process, 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  wel- 
comes Glen  Park  neighbors'  comments 
on  the  new  library  building  and  on  any 
other  pertinent  issues.  If  you  wish  to 
address  the  Library  Commission  directly, 
they  meet  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month 
at  4  p.m.  at  the  Main  Library.  Another 
resource  is  the  Council  of  Neighbor- 
hood Libraries,  which  also  meets 
monthly.  This  organization  is  composed 
of  representatives  appointed  by  branch 
librarians  to  foster  communication 
between  the  neighborhood  branches  and 
the  library  administration.  Glen  Park's 
representative,  Nora  Dowley.  may  be 
reached  by  e-mail  at  dowley® 
pbworld.com.

The  bad  news  is  that  all  eight  were 
still  noisy.  Their  engines  all  roared, 
some  more  loudly  than  others.  All  of 
them  whined  and  five  howled,  constantly 
or  intermittently,  some  more  subdued 
than  others.  Four  of  these  Neoplans  had 
added  a  high-frequency  whistle  to  their 
palette  of  noises.  But  two  managed  to 
make  one  run  apiece  down  Diamond 
Street  with  only  the  omnipresent  engine 
roar  and  no  ancillary  sound  effects. 

Muni  obviously  hopes  Neoplan's 
stopgap  repair  will  quiet  not  only  the 
buses,  but  noisy  neighborhood  com- 
plaints as  well. 

If  you  want  to  be  sure  all  these  buses 
are  actually  brought  within  Muni's  own 
noise  specification,  let  them  know  you're 
paying  attention. 


Baby,  You  Can 
Drive  My  Car

Car-sharing  has  come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  its  promoters  want  to  extend 
it  to  Glen  Park.  Instead  of  owning  a  car, 
members  of  City  CarShare  pay  fees 
for  car  use,  share  the  costs  and  get 
dedicated  parking  at  neighborhood  loca- 
tions. "San  Francisco  is  the  best  place 
in  the  U.S.  for  car-sharing,"  said  City 
CarShare's  Co-Director,  Elizabeth  Sul- 
livan. "Plenty  of  people  are  tired  of  has- 
sling with  their  cars — the  gas  prices,  the 
parking  tickets,  the  traffic.  And  the 
majority  of  San  Franciscans  want  to 
do  the  right  thing  for  the  environment 
by  driving  less." 

Members  pay  a  one-time  refundable 
deposit  of  $300,  and  a  $10  monthly 
administrative  fee.  All  other  costs  are 
based  on  usage,  with  fees  of  $2.50  an 
hour  and  45  cents  a  mile,  including  the 
price  of  gasoline.  The  fees  provide  dri- 
vers with  comprehensive  insurance — 
City  CarShare's  insurance  provider 
checks  drivers'  records  before  they  join. 
Members  must  be  at  least  25  years  of 
age  and  have  a  valid  California  driver's 
license. 

After  legislation  sponsored  by  Super- 
visor Mark  Leno  gave  City  CarShare 


institutional  backing  from  the  City  in 
1999,  a  $742,000  federal  grant  and 
$250,000  in  private  foundation  grants 
were  raised  by  organizers  to  start  the 
non-profit  agency.  The  program 
launched  in  March  with  175  members, 
12  vehicles  and  12  spaces  set  aside  in 
four  city-owned  parking  garages  (5th  & 
Mission,  North  Beach- Vallejo,  Golden 
Gateway  on  Clay  Street  and  the  Per- 
forming Arts  Garage  on  Gough  Street). 
The  cars  are  lime  green  VW  New  Bee- 
tles and  dark  green  Subaru  Legacy  sta- 
tion wagons.  City  CarShare  is  also  look- 
ing at  alternative-fuel  vehicles  to  add  to 
the  fleet. 

Car  sharing  has  been  used  in  Euro- 
pean cities  for  years,  and  has  proven 
popular  in  American  cities  where  it 
has  been  tried:  Seattle.  Portland  and 
Boston. 

Co-Directors  Elizabeth  Sullivan  and 
Kate  White  are  especially  interested  in 
bringing  car-sharing  to  Glen  Park. 
"Neighbors  in  the  Duboce  Triangle 
helped  us  find  free  parking  with  Davies 
Medical  Center  and  we  are  going  in  there 
with  three  cars  this  month.  Glen  Park, 
with  its  "urban  village"  feel  and  BART 
access  is  perfect  for  car-sharing.  We  are 
hopeful  that  we  can  work  with  neigh- 
bors to  find  free  parking  and  open  there 
soon."

On  any  walk  in  the  park  it  is  hard  to 
miss  the  birds.  March  1 0  was  no  excep- 
tion when  a  group  of  19  people  gath- 
ered to  go  on  the  first  of  three  Spring 
Flower  Walks  in  Glen  Canyon  with  the 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park.  Most  of 
the  people  on  the  walk  were  from  Glen 
Park  or  Noe  Valley,  but  one  came  from 
as  far  away  as  San  Rafael. 

It  was  a  beautiful  sunny  Saturday 
morning.  Right  from  the  start  we  were 
watching  the  red-tailed  hawk  circling 
overhead.  In  the  willows  along  the  creek 
a  Steller's  jay  with  its  black  head  and 
crest  and  brilliant  blue  feathers  was 
checking  out  the  area  and  keeping  an 
eye  on  us  while  hopping  from  branch 
to  branch  as  we  walked  by  the  creek. 
The  red-tailed  hawks  are  longtime  res- 
idents, but  the  jays  are  newcomers. 

The  red-tailed  hawk  and  the  Steller's 
jay  are  examples  of  bird  species  in  which 
the  sexes  look  alike — to  us,  if  not  to 
themselves.  When  male  and  female  birds 
are  alike  in  appearance  they  usually  take 
equal  responsibility  for  raising  their 
young.  In  a  species  like  hummingbirds 
the  male  is  quite  splendid  and  the  female 
appears  plain;  the  female  usually  has 
full  responsibility  for  raising  the  young. 
It  amazes  me  that  the  female  Anna's 
hummingbird  begins  nesting  as  early  as 
January,  when  we  are  usually  experi-

encing  our  coldest  and  wettest  winter 
storms.  How  does  she  keep  those  tiny 
nestlings  warm,  dry  and  fed?  Being 
reincarnated  as  a  female  hummingbird 
would  be  a  challenging  experience. 

Though  Spring  was  still  1 0  days  away 
when  we  took  our  walk,  the  flowers  did- 
n't seem  to  notice.  The  grasslands  were 
dotted  with  yellow  buttercups  and  orange 
California  poppies.  In  all,  we  found  more 
than  20  different  native  plants  in  flower, 
and  looked  at  more  that  were  either  non- 
flowering  plants  (such  as  ferns)  or  flow- 
ering plants  not  yet  in  bloom.  Our  walk- 
ers were  an  exceptionally  interested 
group  of  people;  enthusiasm  was  high. 
At  the  end  of  the  walk  they  were  eagerly 
talking  about  returning  lor  the  next  walk 
in  April. 

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park, 
along  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Nat- 
ural Areas  Management  Team  and  the 
California  Native  Plant  Society,  have 
started  a  campaign  to  inform  our  neigh- 
bors in  Glen  Park  about  some  of  the 
invasive  weeds  that  people  may  not  be 
aware  are  growing  in  their  yards.  These 
are  plants  such  as  fennel,  English  ivy, 
Cape  ivy.  Pampas  grass  and  French 
broom  that  can  invade  and  destroy  areas 
of  native  plants  if  not  controlled. 

Our  native  plants  are  fascinating  and 
unique.  They  are  threatened  by  non- 
native  plants  that  spread  quickly,  crowd- 
ing out  the  native  plants.  The  non-native 
plants  I  listed  do  not  have  natural  ene- 
mies in  California  that  would  normally 
control  them  in  their  country  of  origin. 
The  Friends  are  working  to  rid  the  park 
of  the  threat  of  these  non-native  plants 
and  are  trying  to  prevent  them  from 
being  introduced  accidentally  into  other 
areas  of  the  canyon.  Enjoy  your  walks 
in  the  canyon.  Protect  our  native  plants. 
Stay  on  the  trails  and  keep  your  dog 
on  a  leash.

Remember  back  when  Glen  Park  had 
dirt  streets,  a  streetcar  running  down 
Chenery  and  the  Southern  Pacific  Rail- 
road running  on  San  Jose  Avenue?

But  if  you  point 
your  Web  browser  to  the  library's  home 
page  at  sfpl.org,  you  can  see  for  your- 
self how  it  looked  in  this  neighborhood 
back  as  far  as  1898.  (From  the  library 
homepage,  choose  "e-resources,"  then 
"San  Francisco  Historical  Photograph 
Collection.")  You  can  search  this  digi- 
tal collection  by  street  name,  district 
name  or  any  keyword  you  choose.  Feel 
free  to  come  in  to  the  branch  if  you'd 
like  someone  to  show  you  how  to  use 
the  database.  Even  if  you've  already 
tried  it  out.  you'll  find  several  recently 
added  historical  photos,  including  some 
donated  by  longtime  resident  Val  Tietz. 
And  if  you're  more  comfortable  with 
paper  than  computers,  we  have  print- 
outs of  all  the  local  historical  photos 
organized  in  binders  by  decade.  Take  a 
look...  100  years  of  Glen  Park  history 
are  waiting  for  you.

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Silver  Tree  Day 
Camp  Coming; 
Friends  Hope 
For  the  Best

Again  this  summer.  Silver  Tree  Day 
Camp  will  provide  an  opportunity  for  a 
camp  experience  for  San  Francisco  chil- 
dren. It  is  good  for  children  to  be 
exposed  to  different  environments. 
Some  children's  environment  consist  of 
only  concrete  and  buildings  with  few 
trees  and  maybe  a  park — but  few  parks 
are  as  natural  and  extensive  as  Glen 
Canyon  Park. 

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park 
have  had  discussions  with  representa- 
tives of  the  City's  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  in  hopes  that  this  year's 
camp  will  be  a  positive  experience  for 
the  Glen  Canyon  environment,  as  well 
as  for  the  campers.  Some  local  concerns 
about  the  day  camp  have  been  par- 


place  for  the  past  three  years  regarding 
the  number  of  cars  permitted  in  the  park 
on  that  particular  night;  it  was  agreed 
that  a  maximum  of  20  cars  could  park 
on  the  dirt  near  the  roadway,  but  this 
agreement  has  not  been  lived  up  to  by 
camp  personnel. 

During  day  camp  sessions,  campers 
are  dropped  off  by  parents  at  the  Elk 
Street  entrance,  where  the  children  arc 
met  by  counselors  who  walk  them  to  the 
camp  site  in  the  canyon.  We  hope  that 
this  year  parents  will  be  instructed  to 
park  in  a  safe  place  on  Chenery  Street 
or  in  the  white  zone  across  from  the  park, 
and  walk  their  children  across  Elk  to 
meet  the  counselors.  Some  few  parents 
have  endangered  their  children  by  let- 
ting them  off  in  the  middle  of  Elk  Street, 
stopping  traffic  behind  them  and  hav- 
ing the  children  cross  in  the  middle  of 
the  block  instead  of  using  the  crosswalk. 
Others  have  stopped  in  the  "no  stopping 
zone"  by  the  gate  to  drop  off  their  chil- 
dren, which  backs  up  traffic  from  Dia- 
mond Heights.  We  hope  that  the  Ingle- 
side  Police  Station's  park  detail  will 
monitor  these  practices.

ti all y  dealt  with  in  the  past  couple  of 
years,  but  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment— particularly  in  ensuring  that 
everyone  involved  understands  that  Glen 
Canyon  Park  is  a  unique  resource  that 
needs  to  be  protected  and  respected  by 
all  its  users.  This  year  we  hope  the 
Silver  Tree  Day  Camp  will  be  less  inva- 
sive on  Glen  Canyon  Park  than  it  has 
been  in  recent  years.  Unfortunately,  the 
cars  have  been  creeping  back,  the  kids 
have  not  gotten  the  nature  program  they 
should  from  this  experience,  and  the 
counselors  haven't  been  trained  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  share 
this  Significant  Natural  Resource  Area 
with  children  who  do  not  usually  have 
the  chance  to  participate  in  a  summer 
day  camp. 

Our  hope  is  that  this  year  a  park 
ranger  will  be  assigned  to  monitor  cars 
on  the  Thursday  night  when  parents 
come  to  see  their  children  in  the  camp 
skit.  An  agreement  between  park  per- 
sonnel in  charge  of  the  day  camp  and 
Glen  Canyon  Park  users  has  been  in 


We  also  hope  that  camp  staff  will  be 
trained  in  the  ecology  and  conservation 
of  Glen  Canyon  Park,  and  that  the  train- 
ing will  include  the  Junior  Counselors 
so  they  will  have  an  appreciation  and 
knowledge  of  the  fragile  balance  of 
nature  between  flora  and  fauna  and 
humans  in  the  Canyon,  and  will  protect 
this  vital  and  important  resource  from 
destruction.  Children  who  have  been 
encouraged  to  turn  over  every  rock 
and  tree  limb  on  a  "bug  hunt"  need  to 
be  supervised  to  return  rocks,  limbs,  etc. 
to  their  original  place.  Last  year,  a  child 
was  observed  with  a  slingshot,  which  is 
totally  inappropriate  in  the  park  and  cer- 
tainly a  danger  to  the  birds.  The  chil- 
dren need  to  be  taught  to  respect  the  ani- 
mals and  plants  that  make  our  park  so 
unique  in  the  City. 

This  summer,  let's  all  work  together 
to  make  this  year's  day  camp  a  great 
educational  and  fun  experience  for  the 
participants  and  for  the  park  users  who 
expect  Glen  Canyon  Park  to  be  protected 
and  preserved  forever.
